Tux x uſually come up hither ſoon after learning their reſpective 
Employments ; and, as they fix here for their Lives, many of 
them marry, and honeſtly bring up a numerous Offspring to be 
uſeful Members of the Community. Some few of them, 'tis true, 
become reputable and ſubſtantial Maſters and Houſekeepers ; but 
the Bulk of them will, in the Courſe of Things, ever remain 
Servants and Inmates all their Lives, in which Condition few of 
them can make Proviſion for Old- Age, nor even for a Fit of Sick- 
. neſs, or other ſudden Caſualty. When therefore they are, by any 

Accident, diſabled from following their Callings, their Condition 

may truly be termed 9/7 he/p/e/s. On one Hand, many of them 

are not entitled to the /zga/ Proviſion for the Poor here; and, on 
the other, they are not only very remote from the Places of their 

Birth, but are, by long Abſence, generally become utter Strangers 

to their native Country, and have frequently outlived their Friends 
and Relations there.

original Intention of the worthy Promoters of this Corporation to 


lodge their Poor (both old and young) all together, after the 
uſual Manner of Hoſpitals, or Alm- houſes; : but Experience has 
long ſince fully ſhewn, that they have been much better adviſed 
in following the preſent Method : For, beſides the various Diffi- 
culties of executing that complicated Deſign in the very Nature 
of it, an Hoſpital is by no means proper for the Reception of Men 
with their Wives and Children, of whom the Scots Poor chiefly 
conſiſt: And, if they are kept there for Life, they become ſo 
many uſeleſs Drones, and a Burden to the induſtrious Part of 


Mankind.

To demonſtrate the Zeal, Diſintereſtedneſs, and Frugality prac- The good 
tiſed by the Managers of this Charity, it is to be obſerved, That — 
the Governors and Aſſiſtants (many of whom are Gentlemen of 8 
Diſtinction, and all of them I'erſons of Fortune and Character) rity in its 
beſides contributing generouſly towards the Charity, are at the ſole 2 
Charge of an annual publick Dinner at the Hall, on St. Andrew's 
Day, for the Entertainment of Benefactors, c. The Charity is 
put to no Expence on Account of any of their Committees, or other 
Meetings, for the Service of the Corporation. Every Ajjiſtant 
makes a handſome Donation at his Admiſſion, and every Maſter a 
much larger one at the Concluſion of his Office. The Treaſurer 
alſo, who is annually elected from among the Aſſiſtants, is at much 
Trouble, and ſome Expence in his Office. The quarterly Contri- 
butions are collected by two Stewards, choſen out of the Generality 
at a Common- Hall, and, to prevent Frauds, changed every Quarter: 
Theſe make up their Accounts, and pay their Money into the 


Treaſurer's Hand, at the End of their Quarter; and the Trea- 
ſurer's Accounts are carefully audited, at the Expiration of his 
Office, by a ſelect Committee.
